Software to 

find Security gaps 
bedevi1s some 
Computer Experts 

Computer security experts,could be 
in for a deviJ of a time from SATAN 
»hen its creator distribtites it free 
on the Internet today. 

SATAN is a neu* piece of Software 
designed to find security gaps in 
Computer Systems and make them 
har der to crack, and Dan Farmer and 
bis Partner are releasing it depsite 
fears that hackers will use it to 
execute break—ins. 

“As far as abuse goes, I think it 
will actually decrease because 
people can make better decisions 
about improving their security.“ 
Farmer said yesterday. 

SATAN^ which Stands for Security 
Adminstratiors Tool for Analyzing 
Networks, lets people run Computer 
Systems directly linked to the 
Internet find security holes. 

While there have been similiar 
progrms, and serious hackers are 
already familiär with ways of 
breaking into Computer Systems, 
experts say SATAN is significant 
brause it is easy enough for 
novices to use. 

Youngsters could easily play 
Computer pranks, on—lne vandals 
could scramble a hospital ■'s medical 
records and white-collar criminals 
could steal corporate secrets, said 
Donn Parker, a Computer security 
Consultant with SRI International, a 
Consulting Company in Menlo Park. 

“It-'s like any other powerful tools 
It can be used for great good and 
great harm. “ Parker said. 

Farmerf who lives in San Francisco, 
developed SATAN with Nietse K^enema, 
a security expert at the University 


of Eindhoven in the Netherlands. 

They first planned to release the 
program on the Internet on April 1. 

Then they realized the day 
unoffically set aside for pranks 
feil on a Saturday, so they pushed 
the release date to April 5, 

Farmer-'s 33rd birthday. 

Parker said Farmer should have sold 
SATAN only to experts guarding 
Computer Systems, and he disputed 
the argument that SATAN will help 
protect against electronic 
intrusion. 

Experts agree that the average home 
Computer user won-'t be affected, and 
the military's Computers hol ding 
classified information are isolated 
and also are not at risk. 

But SATAN-'s impending release has 
prompted government agencies and 
business to take steps against 
electronic intrusions. 

Computer security experts at 
Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory near San Franciso have 
developed a program that alerts 
Computer operators to SATAN 
attacks. 

Hewlett-Packard Co., orte of several 
corporations that have already 
tested SATAN, has warned customers 
about it. 

Reports about SATAN led to a 
di sagreement between Farmer, a 
ccxnputer security expert, and his 
employer, Silicon Graphics Inc. in 
Mountain View. Farmer quit last 
month over what a Company vice 
President, Bill Kelly, described as 
a difference in philosophies.

This 
proved that 1ightning »as po»ered by 
the Same Force as carpets, but it 
also damaged Frnklin^s brain so 
severely that he started speaking 
only in incomrpehensible maxims, 
such as "A penny saved is a penny 
earned. Eventual ly he had to be 
given a job running the postoFFice. 

AFter Franklin came a herd oF 
Electrical Pioneers »hose name have 
become part oF our electrical 
terminologys Myron Volt, Mary Louis 
Amp, James Natt, Bob TransFormer, 
etc. These pioneers conducted many 
important electrical experiments. 
Among them, Galvani discovered(this 
is the Truth) that »hen he attached 
to diFFerent kinds oF metal to the 
leg oF iS Frog, an electrical current 
developed and the Frog-'s leg kicked, 
even though it »as no longer 
attached to the Frog, »hich »as dead 
any»ay.

But, Edison”s greatest 
achievement came in 1879 »hen he 
invented the electric Company. 

Edison-'s design »as a bri 11 iant 
adaptation oF the simple electric 
Circuit: The electric Company sends 
electricity through a »ire to a pö 



Customerf then immediately gets the 
electricity back through another 
wire, thenithis is the brilliant 
part) sends it right back to the 
Customer again. 

This means that an electric Company 
can seil a customer the same batch 
o-f electricity thousands o-F tiates a 
day and never get caughtf since very 
customer take the time to 
examine their electricity closely. 

In Fact the last year any ne» 
electricity was generated in the 
United states was 1937; the electric 
Companies have been merely been re— 
selling it ever sincsf »hich is »hy 
they have so much Free time to apply 
For rate increases. 

Today, thanks to men like Edison and 
Franklin, and Frogs like Galvani^s, 
we receive almost unlimited beneFits 
From electricity. For enample in the 
past decade scientists developed the 
laser, and electric appliance so 
powerFul that it can vaporise a 
bul Idoser 2,000 yards a»ay, yet so 
precise that doctors can use it to 
per Form delicate operations on the 
human eyeball, provided they 
remember to change the po»er setting 
From ’^Oaporize Bulldozer“ to 
“Delicate. “

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DI Sh' DRIVE 
MAINTENANCE 
by Russell Sto»e 

A possible ansuer to a fe» questions 
that have been asked about disk 
drivess 

First—let me quote and old addage - 

"IF it ain-'t broke don’‘t Fi>: it." 

No** on to more serious thoughts and 
k/ork. 

IF your drive is acting stränge you 
can First try to clean the heads. I 
do not recommend that the average 
person attempt to disassemble a 
drive and try to clean it. In this 
case you can use a disk head cleaner 
k/ith cautionf Folio** the 
instructions on the package exactly 
and do not let your drive over 10 or 
15 seconds nith the disk cleaner in 
it. AFter using it let your drive 
sit For about 10 or 15 minutes to 
let the head dry out completely or 
you may ruin a program disk. I 
personal ly do not think a drive 
should be cleaned over once a year 
urtless you live in a dust bo**l. In 
other k/ordSf keep your drive covered 
ktitha dust prooF cover (plastic or 
leather) **hen not in use. 

No** For you **ho are handy **itha 
screktdrive etc., and use caution 
kthen ktorking around delicate 
equipment. First remove the cover 
From your drive so that you can see 
the ktorking parts oF the drive. 
General ly the head is set in an 
octagonal holder; the head looks 
like tkto straight bars. Using a lint 
Free "0-tip" or equivalent and 
DENATURED alchohol y **et the s**ab 
ktith the alchohol and gently **ipe 
the head ktith itiUSE NO PRESSURE). 
Let the head dry and reassemble your 
case on your drive again. Again I do 
not recommend 
cleaning over once a year. 


Not* For everyonei 

NEVER try to clean a drive head by 
going throttgh the disk slot. It is 
very easy to knock the head out oF 
alignment 

or damage other components. 

IF the cleaner does not correct your 
Problems you may need a ne** pressure 
pad or the heads may need aligningy 
both Jobs For a skilled techician. 

Another thing about your drivei 
Yes you can damage it by having it 
too dose to a TV or monitor. The 
recommended distance is 12 inches.

board **ill not stop the R.F. ktaves 
emitting From either. The only thing 
that ktill ktork is a piece oF lead 
sheet about 3/8 inches thick and the 
size oF the top, bottom, or side oF 
your TV<depending on tnhere your 
drive is located in relation to it) 
or a grounded sheet metal guard. 

Also you can damage your disks by 
having them too dose to your TV, 
etc. The sames rules apply as in the 
disk drive.
